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Formal Reception of Bunau-Varillo, 
the Republic’s Minister Plenipo- 
tentiary, at the White House by 
President Roosevelt, Fixes the New 
Nation’s Status. 


RIDES TO EXECUTIVE MANSION 
WITH SECRETARY OF STATE 


Varilla Is Clothed With Extraordi- 
nary Authority and Has Full Pow- 
er to Negotiate and Sign a Treaty 
for the Canal on the Part of His 


Government. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 13.—President 
Roosevelt today formally received M. Phil- 
lipe Bunau-Varilla, the duly accredited en- 
voy extraordinary and minister .plenipoten- 
tiary of Panama to the United States. 

The reception of the minister marked 
the birth of the new republic of Panama 
into the family of nations anl paves the 
way for negotiations between the United 
States.and the infant republic precisely as 
they may be conducted between any two 
sovereign nations. 

The ceremony incident to the reception of 
Minister Bunau-Varilla and the presen- 
tation of his credentials occurred in the 
blue room of the White House at 9:30 
o'clock this morning. 

At a few minutes before that hour Min- 
ister Bunau-Vartila, accompanied by Secre- 
tary of State Hay in the latter's state car- 
riage, arrived at the White Hou The 
Secretary's carriage was follow by a 
landau, the only occupant of which was 
Minister Bunau-Varilla’s young son. 

Secretary Hay and the new minister, both 
attired in conventional morning dress, en- 
tered the White House, accompanied by the 
minister's son, and were shown into the 
blue room. They were joined almost im- 
mediately by the President and Secretary 
Loeb. 

Secretary Hay formally presented M. 
Bunau Varilla to President Roosevelt as 
the accredited minister of the Republic 
of aPnama. Minister Bunau Varilla pre- 
sented his credentials, delivered a brief 
address to which the President feelingly 
responded. The exchange of addresses 
was impressive, by reason of the cir- 
cumstances, and the addresses them- 
seives are regarded as felicitous and pa-

IS IT ANOTHER DREYFUS CASE? 

Postmaster-General Payne dismissed Anna Dreyer, Samuel 
Kober, Joseph Dreyer and Birdie Knott, clerks in the St. Louis 
postoffice, on a charge of “conspiracy” to secure the removal 
of Postmaster Baumhoff. 

The report upon which this action of the postmaster-genera! 
was taken was made by Civil Service Commissioner Foulke. 
None of the\dismissed clerks have been permitted to know the 
details of the charge or the evidence of the “conspiracy,” nor 
have they been given an opportunity to reply. 

Civil Service Commissioner Cooley says that he has seen the 
report and knows that this “conspiracy” is the basis of the dis- 
miss@l, but he knows nothing of the facts and cannot tell upon 
what evidence the charge rests, because the report is confiden- 
tial and is in the hands of the President. 

Has the postoffice department adopted the methods used in 
the Dreyfus case by the bureaucrats of the French army? 

Can public employes be “broken” on secret reports containing 
charges and testimony which they are not permitted to examine 
or to answer?

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TWO WAYS OF RELIEVING THE DESTITUTE. 
It is believed that there wil] be an unusual number of beg- 
gars in St. Louis this winter. The problem how. to deal with 
them must be solved. Chief of Police Kiely suggests an ordi- 
nance condemning all persons convicted of begging “to work 
with a ball and chain on their ankles repairing streets.” 
Speaking of the relief of the destitute by the Provident As- 
sociation, President Scruggs says: “The circumstance of each 
individual must be considered. They must be regarded, not 
as recipients of gifts, but as men and women whose standard 
of living is to to be raised.” 

Here are two diametrically opposed plans for relieving the 
destitute. Chief Kiely’s plan ignores “the circumstance of 
each individual.” It proposes to condemn him simply because 
he is begging in the streets. But if he can make his needs 
known in some other way he may escape the chain gang. Pres- 
ident Scruggs’ idea is that he be treated as a man “whose 
stancard of living is to be raised.” How is his standard vi 
living to be raised by treating him as a criminal? 

‘While it is quite true that a number of imposters will try} 
to impose on the kindness of citizens, because of World’s Fair 
conditions, it would bardly be in keeping with the spirit of 
civilization to mave a clean sweep of the innocent along with 
the fraudulent beggar, condemning each and all to further 
degradation. St. Lonis can hardly aflord to create the chain- 
gang system at this time. It would be better for the city 
to act in the spirit of President Scruggs’ suggestion, rather 
than follow the harsh eond of Chief Kiely.

His tale appears to be entirely 
truthful, since he stands in the open and 
furnishes: many means for its disproving or 
verification. 

Owen Kildare also found that criminal or 
profligate living is not worth while, but 
it took a good little woman to make him 
realize this unchanging truth. She was the 
“Mamie Rose’’ of his story, a school- 
_ teacher in the Bowery section of New 
York, and when she first met Kildare he 
was the proud leader of the toughest gang 
in the Bowery. Thirty years old, and ut- 
terly illiterate, he was headed as straight 


pers, through whose Influence the present 
story came to be told. He mentions by 
name many New York newspaper men 
who have aided and encouraged him in his 
new and better life, among the number be- 
ing John J. Jennings of the New York 
Evening World, formerly of the St. Louls 
Post-Dispatch. *There is no reason to doubt 
the authenticity of the confessions found 
in his book. 

It is a book that should tremendously 
stimulate belief in the benignant possibili- 
ties of the human soul.

He seems forthright and earnest, 
humorous more often than not, and ex- 
tremely likable, even though sinning less 
than was his wont.
